COUNTRYSIDE campaign¬ 
ers in Northamptonshire 
have applauded calls to cull 
the number of road signs, 
as they believe one county 
road has around 140 signs 
on a three-mile stretch. 

Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles last week urged councils 
to “cut the clutter” by reducing 
the number of road signs, rail¬ 
ings and advertising hoardings, 
which he said was damaging the 
character of towns and villages. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) in Northampton¬ 
shire is celebrating the news af¬ 
ter spending years campaigning 


to tidy up Northamptonshire’s 
roads. 

One particular road it is con¬ 
cerned about is the A428, where it 
believes there are around 140 road 
signs on the three-mile stretch 
from East Haddon to Duston. 

Peter Hopkins, vice-chairman 
of CPRE Northamptonshire, 
said: “That is the worst road that 
I know of in the Northampton 
area, we have had quite a few 
complaints about an excess of 
signs there. 

“As an organisation we have 
been trying to limit the number 
of signs for a long time. A com¬ 
bination of national government 
regulations, local authorities and 


business signs mean there are so 
many people can’t take in all the 
information. 

“It is one of those things that 
has just built up over time - a 
new sign here, a new sign there 
and you end up with 12 to 15 signs 
on a small stretch of road.” 

Mike Pepper, chairman of 
Duston Parish Council, said: 
“Road signs should be directional 
or warnings. There are too many 
pointless ugly signs.” 

A spokesman for Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council said: 
“It’s all about achieving a bal¬ 
ance between safety and aesthet¬ 
ics. Signs are erected where they 
are needed.”

Winds halt tl 
hover racing 



STRONG winds left 
two pilots in hospital 
during the World Hov¬ 
ercraft Championships 
in Towcester over the 
bank holiday weekend. 

Gusts of up to 50mph were 
recorded at Towcester Race¬ 
course on Sunday, leading to 
a number of accidents and 
races having to be cancelled. 

Hovercraft pilot Chris Daly, 
who helped run the event, 
said: “There were a couple of 
wind-related accidents, two 
people had to be taken to hos¬ 
pital, one with a broken hip, 
but considering the number 
of races we had over the week¬ 
end, that number of injuries 
is actually quite low.” 

The championship is held 
once every two years and this 
weekend was the first time 
the event has been held in 
Britain in the past 10 years. 

Mr Daly said: “Overall, I 
think we just about beat the 
elements and we had some 
very good, competitive rac¬ 
ing. 

“We’ve also had a lot of peo¬ 
ple coming in to have a look 
around and watch the races 


because they like seeing 
something unusual.” 

Over the course of the 
championships, a total of 193 
competitors took part in the 
event. 

But as the wind built up on 


Sunday afternoon, the crowds 
of hundreds who had flocked 
to the event had to make do 
with displays from remote 
control hovercraft as racing 
was postponed because of 
safety fears. 


Then, just after 5pm, stew¬ 
ards at the course announced 
no further racing would be 
held because of the risk of 
the hovercraft flipping over 
as they battled against the 
strong gusts.

Alfa Romeo 
Guilietta 


Guilietta is a class beater 


A LFA Romeo has spent a century produc¬ 
ing cars that people talk about, one way 
or another. 

Often they’ve been simply stunning to 
look at, sometimes so ugly you wonder if 
they were designed in the dark. 

Others have been a frisky delight to drive, 
but too many ended up overweight disap¬ 
pointments. 

When the stars have been aligned at 
Alfa’s design centre the results rank among 
the finest cars to drive at the price and 
with looks you’ll want to linger over as the 
garage door closes. 

Recent Alfas have lacked little in the 
looks department; trouble is, they haven’t 
lacked enough when put on the scales. The 
result has been a succession of cars that 
didn’t quite live up to their lines. 

Which makes this centenary debut, the 
Guilietta hatchback, an important introduc¬ 
tion to the Alfa line. No more excuses, this 
one had better be good. 

The omens are hopeful when the figures 
show only a modest weight gain over the 


smaller, less well equipped Alfa 147 that 
the newcomer replaces. It is also usefully 
lighter than the opposition in the shape of 
the latest Golf and Astra. 

Then you look under the bonnet and 
discover one Guilietta comes with an engine 
enjoying the improbable mix of small capac¬ 
ity and ferocious output (1.4 litres and 170 
horses) that ought to provide the spirit any 
Alfa deserves. 

And of course, there’s the handsome 
sheet metal wrapped around it all. With 
the handles for the rear doors hidden at the 
rear of the side windows, the Guilietta looks 
more coupe than hatch. The big Alfa grille 
dominates the front of the car, while rows of 
little red LEDs give the rear an identity all 
its own, especially at night. 

Inside, the designers have created a 
cockpit that teeters on the edge of form over 
function, with deeply recessed main instru¬ 
ments that are hard to read at a glance and 
a trip computer readout in red that simply 
vanishes in the sunlight. 

We’ll let that go as an endearing design 


quirk (along with nowhere to rest your 
clutch foot) and concentrate instead on the 
many things this Alfa gets right. 

Most impressive of all is the way the car 
soaks up the worst a British road can throw 
at it, while remaining alert and poised and 
just begging for the next corner to arrive. 
We can thank a brand new platform under 
the car and new suspension system for that; 
an expensive move but badly needed. 

Then there’s the engine in this test car, a 
170 horsepower Multiair Lusso and likely 
biggest seller in the range. It pulls in an 
energetically Alfa way, yet sinks into the 
background at a steady cruise, making for 
a surprisingly relaxed companion. My car 
showed 34mpg after a drive designed to 
show off the Guilietta’s sportier side. 

There’s a three-way switch to select 
normal, sporty or wet-road characteristics 
from the accelerator and steering; sporty 
(Dynamic in Alfa speak) suited the car per¬ 
fectly; making it eager and firming up the 
already accurate steering. 

The newcomer starts at £16,995 for the 


120bhp Lusso and tops out with the £24,495 
Cloverleaf (205bhp, fast, hard riding) and 
takes in a couple of diesels (105 and 170bhp). 

Me? I’d take the 170 horsepower Lusso 
and enjoy the best new Alfa for a very long 
time.
